The. British consul general wound­ 
ed in the Cantonese

slaught on foreigners has been ta k ­ 
en aboard the British vessel Em er­ 
ald, along with some British marines 
hitherto listed as “ missing.” 
The strong stand taken by 
the 
commanders of the Anglo-American 
w ar craft in the harbor 
apparently 
bad calmed the ferocity of 
Chin­ 
ese, for Hough reported the situ a­ 
tion somewhat easier. It was 
easy 
enough, in any event, 
to 
w arrant 
postponing the threat of 
bom bard­ 
ment which Hough and bis 
col­ 
leagues of the British Armada 
had 
sternly delivered the Cantonese. 
The ¿Japanese were

This meant th at Williams— and in 
turn, Hough— are empowered to use 
their own best judgment in dealing 
with the admittedly dangerous prob­ 
lems of Shanghai, Nanking and oth­ 
er Chinese cities where Americans 
and their property are involved.

Shanghai, March 25— We escaped 
over the wall. 
A fter both the British and J a p a n ­ 
ese consulates had 
been 
attacked 
and the consuls reported killed and 
af ter the known cold-blooded murder 
of one American missionary (pre­ 
sumably Dr. J. E. Williams of 
the 
Presbytreian University 
at 
N an­ 
king) and, the attempted murder 3i’ 
many others, the Chinese police in­ 
formed us that we would be destroy­ 
ed unless we could escape. 
The violence was committed 
by 
Nationalist soldiers. 
Accordingly our party, 
including 
ontyviee consul (presumably J. Hall 
Pa.vton), 11 sailors, nine 
civilians 
and two 
children 
escaped 
under 
constant tire across country to 
the 
Standard Oil company 
houses 
on 
Soieony hill, just above the city wall. 
This 
place was visible 
from 
the 
river and many Americans and Bri­ 
tish had already found refuge there. 
(The Standard Oil 'buildings are 
on top of a hill and adjoining 
an 
extremely high wall. To escape from 
this improvised citadel without get­ 
ting into that part of Nanking which 
was being shelled or was otherwise 
unsafe the refugees would have 
to 
be lowered by ropes over the wall t<> 
landing parties awaiting them be­ 
low.) 


Although we were repeatedly rob­ 
bed and threatended by the nation­ 
alist, the vice consul, the Standard 
Oil manager and myself managed to 
keep them out of the house for two 
hours. 
Finally the Chinese broke in. See­ 
ing our numbers, they retired and 
commenced firing on us. The firing 
increased, but the 
American 
and 
British warships in the river laid 
down a protective barrage of shell# 
immedatelv around the house 
and 
we 
were able to escape over the 
wall. 
The American consulate was en­ 
tered by the Natonalists and was re ­ 
ported by the Chinese to have been 
thoroughly looted.

An 
insolent message from the Chinese— 
and the fear that more Americans 
would 
be 
killed—had 
prompted 


Hough to threaten a bombardment 
tonight. 


•Hough's message was dated 5:50 


p. in. Nanking time, and was 
re- 


layed at 9:32 p. in., Shanghai time 
by Williams. 


Hough said it was possible 
that 


120 Americans, huddled together in 
Nanking university for safety from 
the war-frenzied Cantonese, would 
be evacuated tonight to the shelter 
of waiting American craft in 
the 


harbor. There are about 35 
other 


Americ..tis supposedly remaining in 
llje cjty still. 
... ...., 


The British consul general wound- 


ed in the Cantonese 
original 
on- 


slaught on foreigners has been tak- 
en aboard the British vessel Emer- 
ald, along with some British marines 
hitherto listed as ''missing." 


The strong stand taken by the 


commanders of the Anglo-American 
war craft in the harbor apparently 
had calmed the ferocity of 
Chin- 


ese, for Hough reported the situa- 
tion somewhat easier. It was easy 
enough, iu any event, to 
warrant 


postponing the threat of bombard- 
ment which Hough and his 
col- 


leagues of the British Armada 
had 


sternly delivered the Cantonese. 


The 3apanese were 
completing 


evacuation of their nationals 
to- 


night (Nanking time) Hough said. 


Hough reported "we are 
post- 


poning further consideration of ac- 
tion to tommorrow." This 
meant 


that Nanking would not immediately 
lie declared a military area— a tar- 
get for thej grilling shrapnel which 
Anglo-American ships had already 
once i loured there to shield harassed 
foreigners. 


Previously Hough had 
plainly 


warned bis superior, Williams, that

king. Hough said plainly he feared 
for American's safety and he re-

enrolling cjerk. 


Leslie verified the statement 
of 


Mrs. Doyle that .he had asked that 
the amendment be held up until he 
could look at it with several other 
amendments. 


He explained that this 
request 


was made only . so that he could 
study the amendment personally and 
that failure to include it in the en- 
grossed bill was a mistake. 


"I've nothing to conceal on this 


matter and I -want the whole thing 
explained before the senate,' commit- 
tee so that the people of Indiana will 
know just what happened," Leslij 
said. 


The Lochard amendment provided 


separate-funds in the appropriation
